New clues in the fatal shooting of 


Melvin Orner, 25, Bendersvilie, last 
October, while engaged in raccoon 
hunting, have been unearthed by 
Corporal S. S. Mollenkof, of the state 
police, and-Charles..H. Wilson, county 
detective. 


The nature of the clues would not 


be divulged by the officers this morn- 
ing. 
They said, however, that new 


and hitherto unknown evidence in the 
mysterious shooting of Orner had been 
uncovered in a three-day investiga- 
tion which closed Friday. 


Although a coroner's 
jury, sum- 


moned some time after the fatality, 
which occurred October 17, found that 
Orner had come to accidental death, 
the verdict did not satisfy District 
Attorney John P. Butt or local au- 
thorities, who have since been work- 
ing tirelessly on all the evidence at 
hand. 


New Developments 


Numerous clues were run down in 


vain by the authorities, so that the 
identity of the person in whose hands 
was the 38-40 rifle from which the 
ball was fired and 
which 
struck 


Orner and caused his death at the 
Warner Hospital October 21 has since 
remained in darkness.

According to Corporal Mollenkof, 


several suspects are being watched, 
but he would not say when an arrest 
could be expected. 


"The district attorney has been 


pressing us to ferret out the truth in 
this shooting," Corporal 
Mollenkof 


said this morning, "and we are now 
endeavoring to get to the bottom of 
the case. We have uncovered some 
likely evidence, and soon we may know 
who fired the shot which caused 
Orner'.s untimely death." 


Was 'Coon Hunting 


Orner, a young, married man, was 


'coon hunting in Tyrone 
township, 


with John Miller, his father-in-law, 
and Ben Baldwin, both of WenksvUle, 
when he was shot through the arm 
and abdomen by a bullet from a 38-40 
rifle. Orner died 
without 
giving a 


statement concerning the 
shooting. 


The stories told by Miller and Baldwin 
were that the three were seated on 
the ground when a shot was heard and 
that Onier said he wa_s wounded. None 
of the trio had a rifle, it was said, the 
raccoon hunting being carried on with 
dogs. 
Orner was brought to the 


Warner Hospital here immediately 
after the affair, and died October 21. 


The coroner's jury reached a ver- 


dict of accidental 
death, 
although 


there was no evidence submitted to 
show who wielded the rifle from which 
the fatal shot was 
fired.

They said, however, that new 
and hitherto unknown evidence in the 
mysterious shooting of Omer had been 
uncovered in a three-day investiga­ 
tion which closed Friday. 
Although a coroner’s

Omer had come to accidental death, 
the verdict did not satisfy District 
Attorney John P. Butt or local au­ 
thorities, who have since been work­ 
ing tirelessly on all the evidence at 
hand.

Plymouth, Vt., March 20.—A snow 
i storm swept over the Green Moun­ 
tains of Vermont today as President 
Coolidge traveled over a treacherous 
road, part of the way in an open 
sleigh, from Woodstock to Plymouth, 
to attend the funeral of his father. 
The snow, wet and almost blind­ 
ing, fell incessantly after it had 
rained throughout the night. It added 
a soggy blanket to the heavy fall 
already on the ground and made the 
road next to impassable. 
In the fact'of the storm the Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge accompanied 
by their son/John, started from Wood­ 
stock Inn, where they had psent the 
night, over the 16-mile winding road 
to the hamlet, four hours before the 
time set for the funeral. 
They ex- 
; pected to be on the way for two hours, 
j more than half of the time exposed 


I to the wind and stinging snow flakes, 
j 
Meanwhile, at Plymouth, last min- 
i Ute arrangements were being made 
for the funeral to be held in the Cool­ 
idge farm house. 
A hearse, mounted 
on runners and drawn by two black 
horses, had come over the road from 
Woodstock. Efforts were being made 
to bring through the storm 
floral 
tributes which had arrived at Ludlow, 
miles away from the mountains. 


A grave had been dug in the Hill­ 
side cemetery, a quarter of a mile 
away from Col. Colidge’s home, and 
a lane had been dug through for the 
funeral party. 
A detachment of the 
Vermont National Guard was on duty 
here, six of the militiamen having 
been designated to carry the body to 
its resting place. 
Two o’clock was the hour set for 
the funeral. 
The president planned to return to 
Woodstock late in the afternoon to 
board the special train for his return 
to Washington. 
The train has been
